Be Fair To the Services 


To President Roosevelt: 


In compliance with the request of many officers and enlisted men of the Army, 
the Navy and the Marine Corps, we are addressing this public appeal to you. 

By reason of the service which you rendered as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, you Know the meagreness of the pay, which is drawn by the active and 


retired personnel. 


The pay schedules in force when you were administering the affairs of the 


Navy were those established by the law enacted in 1908. 


Such changes as were 


made by the law of 1922 were comparatively immaterial, as investigation by you 


will show. 


They by no means compare with the advances made in the compensa- 


tion granted to the civilian branches of the Government or to trades and profes- 


sions in civil life. 


These latter were the consequence of the greater demand for 


labor and the increase in the cost of living. 
It is obviously unfair to apply to the Services the same hard and fast rulings 


which will be adopted for other government employes. 


Merely to determine the 


difference between the cost of living in 1928 and that in 1932, and to enforce it 
against all federal departments would mean the continuance of the discrimination 


from which the Armed forces have suffered for years. 


Moreover, you are aware, 


as the average citizen is not, that officers are compelled to incur expenses in order 
properly to represent the United States which are unnecessary for the civilian 
employee; that frequently they and their non-commissioned associates must main- 
tuin separate establishments for their families, and that many enlisted men send 
money home in order to help out their relatives particularly in these times of 


unemployment. 
The “pay freeze” 


provisions should be eliminated. 
furlough plan it results in pay cuts up to 18% and in some cases even more. 


Even under the present 
The 


maximum reduction in pay prescribed by the Economy Law is 15%. 
You will note, therefore, the discrimination which prevails as between the 


Services and the civilian branches of the Government and within the 


themselves. 


Services 


If the Services were placed upon the same basis as the civilian branches, their 


pay would be increased rather than reduced. 


No such proposal is advanced. The 


Services, we may say, are willing, even anxious to do their share toward bringing 


about reduction in federal expenses. 


But they do feel they have a right to insist 


that the discriminations from which they suffer shall be brought to an end. 
You know, Mr. President, the importance of fair treatment in the maintenance 


of morale. 


The Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, cognizant of your familiarity 


with their needs, confidently look forward to justice at your hands.

Navy Department Appointments 

President Roosevelt this week filled 
three vacant posts at the Navy Depart- 
ment. They are: 

Henry Latrobe Roosevelt, a former of- 
ficer of the Marine Corps and now a 
colonel in the Marine Reserves, to be 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 

Rear Adm. Emory Scott Land, USN, 
now Acting Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair. to be Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair. 


Capt. Percival Sherer Rossiter, MC, 
USN, now Commanding Officer of the 


Naval Hospital, Washington, D. C., to be 
Surgeon General of the Navy with the 
rank of Rear Admiral. 

In making the officer appointments, 
President Roosevelt accepted one of the 
candidates named by his suecessor but 
not the other. Ex-President Hoover had 
appointed Admiral Land to be Chief 
Censtructor and Capt. Charles M. Oman, 
commanding officer of the Naval Hos- 
pital at Annapolis, to be the Surgeon 
General, but Democratic Senators pre- 
vented any other than routine confirma- 
tions at the last session. 

Colonel Roosevelt, the new Assistant 
Secretary, is a distant cousin of the 
President. He was born in Morristown, 
N. J., October 5, 1879, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from 
New York in 1896. He resigned from the 
Navy in September 1899 and was com- 
missioned a Second Lieutenant in the

Trammell for Navy Construction 

The way for passage of a treaty Navy 
construction bill was made clear this 
week when the newly appointed chair- 
man of the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, Senator Park Trammell of Flor- 
ida, declared himself in favor of such 
a measure. 

With Secretary of the Navy Swanson, 
apparently expressing the Administra- 
tion’s view declaring for a treaty Navy, 
and the chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, Representative Carl 
Vinson, of Georgia, preparing to intro- 
duce a bill to this effect, the assurance 
of the support of the Senate naval com- 
mittee head makes passage of a con- 
struction bill virtually certain. 

“T am in favor of building the Navy 
up to treaty strength,” Senator Tram- 
mell told the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
yesterday. “We must consider the finan- 
cial condition of the country in deciding 
how quickly this will be done, however, 
and must spread the program over a 
period of years. I favor a ten year pro- 
gram such as contemplated in the Vin- 
son or Hale bills of the last Congress.” 

The Floridian stated that he did not 
contemplate introducing a construction 
bill himself, or having his committee go 
into the matter, but that would wait 
until the House had acted on the Vinson 
proposal. He said he knew nothing of 
President Roosevelt’s policy as to a con- 
struction bill except what he had read

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New Pay Cut System 
Effective on April 1 


Under the terms of the bill “to main- 
tain the credit of the United States Gov- 
ernment,” rushed through Congress this 
week, the furlough 814% pay-cut plan 
will become inoperative the end of this 
month and a more stringent cut, prob- 
ably as high as, but not to exceed 15 
per cent, will go into effect. 

Fortunately the Senate, in one of its 
clarifying amendments which later were 
accepted by the House, saw that as the 
bill originally was drafted the armed 
services would have taken a double cut 
in their rental and subsistence allow- 
ances, and amended the bill to rectify 
this condition. 

The new pay cut will apply to the 
active and retired lists of both commis- 
sioned and enlisted personnel of all the 
uniformed services. 

The right to receive annual leave with 
pay was restored and it is reasonable to 
anticipate that, dependent upon rulings 
from the Comptroller, the right to use 
accrued leave with pay also is restored. 


May “Freeze” Enlisted Pay 

The pay freezing amendment was con- 
tinued in force, prohibiting automatic in- 
creases in compensation by reason of 
length of service or promotion. It is be- 
lieved by many that through the repeal 
of the “definitions” in the first part of 
the economy bill the pay freeze will now 
apply to enlisted men—action that it is 
not believed the President or Congress 
contemplated. This, too, however, will 
not be definitely decided until a ruling 
is forthcoming from the Comptroller or 
clarification by the President. 

The new act amends the provisions of 
the 1934 Economy act so as to repeal 
Sections 101, 102, 108 and 104, which sec- 
tions set up the present furlough pay-cut 
plan, define who it applies to and sus- 
pends all rights to receive annual leave. 
Section 106 which prescribes the present 
method of cutting the pay of retired per- 
sonnel also is repealed. 

The pay freezing amendment was con- 
tinued in force, prohibiting automatic 
increases in compensation by reason of 
length of service or promotion. 

The authorization to restrict travel 
was reenacted. However, the services 
will revert to mileage status on June 30 
as previously inacted. 

Extension of the tour of foreign ser- 
vice to three years was retained in the 
new law. 

Through an oversight in the House, 
the original bill carried the provision in 
the economy act that the furlough provi- 
sions should be applied to those on duty 
outside the United States only to the 
extent of depriving them of a month’s 
leave with pay. If this had stayed in 
the bill it would have taken a month’s 
additional pay from those on foreign 
stations, but when the bill reached the 
Senate, the matter was called to the 
attention of the Senators, who promptly 
had it stricken out. 

The new act defines “compensation” 
as meaning “any salary, pay, wage, al- 
lowance (except allowances for travel), 
or other emolument paid for se 
rendered in any civilian or non-civilian 
office, position, or emplyoment; and in-

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U. S. Press Comments Upon Secretary Swanson’s Declaration for Treaty Navy 


Secretary Swanson’s declaration in favor of a treaty navy has received much 
discussion in the editorial columns of the nation’s newspapers. Many editors 
give whole-hearted approval, and call upon Congress to act. Others, while agree- 
ing in principle, contend that this is no time to consider large expenditure of 
public money. In the appointment of Mr. Swanson and in his first declaration 
of policy, most of the newspapers see a clear expression of President Roosevelt's 
attitude toward our naval strength. 

“Secretary of the Navy Swanson may have a little ‘inside information’ which 
led him to announce that he will push a program for naval construction to bring 
the United States fleet up to treaty limits,” declares the Syracuse Post-Standard. 

“President Roosevelt has sought wide powers to reduce government costs, but 
has, on the other hand, declared for a large public works program to provide em- 
ployment. * * * President Roosevelt, former assistant secretary of the navy and 
committed to an adequate naval force, may well seek to include more naval con- 
struction in his public works project. Secretary Swanson may not, after all, be 
attempting the impossible.” 





“Assurance given by Secretary Swanson that he will recommended building 
up the navy to the limits of the London treaty is welcomed heartily,” the Provi- 
dence Journal declares. “It is unfortunate that this policy has not previously been 


invoked.” 





“The declaration of the Secretary of the Navy in favor of achieving the ratio 
of naval strength prescribed in the London Naval Treaty,” states the Hartford 
Courant, “is significant at the present time chiefly because it brings assurance that 
under the Administration now in power the established naval policy of the United 
States will be maintained unimpaired, * * * At the present time, conditions are not 
favorable for the construction that is needed, but the declaration of the Secertary 
of the Navy makes plain that the fundamental policy has not been abandoned. It 
also doubtless means that when the opportune moment comes, the Administration 
will throw the entire weight of its authority behind the necessary constructive 


measures.” 





“Secretary of the Navy Swanson believes that the United States Navy should 
be built up to the limits set by treaty as soon as ‘conditions permit,’”’ comments 
the Boston Globe. “If we sign these treaties we certainly should expect to live up 


to them.” 





“At all events,” says the Philadelphia Enquirer, “Congress has too much else 
to think of just at present to consider seriously legislation of this sort. However 


desirable it may be to build as much new tonnage as the treaty allows, problems 
of a more vital nature should be considered first.” 





“When he (President Roosevelt) appointed Senator Swanson to be secretary 
of the navy he virtually clinched the general opinion of his own attitude,” states 
the Worcester, Mass. Telegram. “Secretary Swanson now completes the evidence. 
But the building of our navy up to London-quota strength, which Secretary Swap. 
son says will be a policy of the new administration, is no light undertaking. * * + 
For the immediate program implied by Mr. Swanson’s statement would be enormous. 
ly costly. * * * It is devoutly to be hoped that our state department somehow ¢ap 
win over other nations to a construction holiday.” 





“Bravo, Secretary Swanson,” cries the Washington Star. “Amid the Nation's 
perplexing economic difficulties, which must take precedence over all other cop. 
siderations, sight must not be lost of the enduring problem of national defense, 
Even the complete rehabilitation of our disordered financial structure would avai] 
nothing if America’s international position were to be put in jeopardy. ‘There ig 
plenty of inflammable material lying around in the world to justity circumspectiop 
and caution on the part of every country with vulnerable interests to protect, 
America’s ‘sure shield’ is the fleet. It must not be neglected.” 





“It seems unfortunate,” declares the Baltimore Sun, “that the first statement 
by the new Administration on naval policy should be an advocacy of more ships, 
enough, according to the dispatches, to ‘hearten big-navy men.’ 

“A little heartening for taxpayers and mere believers in organized peace would 
be more than welcome just now. Despite the possibility that disarmament is ‘out’ 
for the time being, talk about building more ships adds to the psychological diff- 
culties everywhere in the way of reduction.” 





“Pacifists squeak and gibber in the streets when they hear that Commodore 
Swanson insists on a Navy equal to any other,” states the Washington Post. “Give 
‘em the gun, Commodore!” 





“Swanson, a Southern reactionary and a big navy man, has already made a 
bad start,” avers the Philadelphia Record. “His declaration that both fleets would 
be kept in the Pacific until the Far Eastern situation clears up will be regarded 
as a warlike gesture in Japan. 

“Equally provocative, though it will please steel and armaments interests, is 
his calling for a billion dollar navy program—at a time when the new President 
is trying to obtain economy in government, Swanson is runnimg true to form.”

The International Ice Patrol 


CAPT. WILLIAM H. SHEA 
United States Coast Guard 
HE sinking of the Titanic, April 
1912, with a loss of fifteen hundred 
lives. brought an universal demand for 
some measure of protection and a re- 
vision of routes during the critical ice 
season. The United States Navy detailed 


two scout cruisers for patrol duty dur- 
ing the balance of the 1912 season, and 


in 1913 the patrol was conducted by the 
Coast Guard, then the Revenue Cutter 
Service. 

In January 1914, at an international 
conference, twenty-six nations partici- 
pating, it was proposed to inaugurate an 
international service of ice observation, 
ice patrol and derelict destruction in the 
North Atlantic, the cost to be defrayed 
in fixed proportions. The United States 
was invited to perform the service. The 
President accepted the proposition and 
designated the Coast Guard, then the 
Revenue Cutter Service, to that duty, 
which has performed that service since, 
with the exception of the years 1917 and 
1918. Since the establishment of the 
patrol, there has been no loss of life 
within the sphere of Coast Guard opera- 
tions. Statistics from 1882 to 1890, 
showed a loss of fourteen vessels and 
about forty seriously damaged, which 
did not include fishing and whaling ves- 
sels not recorded. Undoubtedly, from 
that date until the loss of the Titanic, 
the casualty list was large but there are 
no records available. 

Ice bergs are formed by the breaking 
off of portions of glaciers on the coast 
of Greenland and are carried south by 
the Labrador current and they eventual- 
ly find their way into melting areas off 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland. The 
largest berg, near the warm waters of 
the Gulf Stream will disintegrate in ten 
days to two weeks. As winters vary in 
severity, so ice conditions vary, so that 
no definite predictions can be made as 
to the currents that will be formed by 
the mixing of the cold and warm water. 
Some bergs upset all expectations, one 
was noted one thousand miles east of 
the latitude of Washington. Gun fire 
and mining with T.N.T. have not pro- 
duced any practical results. Ninety per- 
cent of the bergs drift into three melting 
areas of approximately 74,000 square 
miles. The most critical area, is an 
equilateral triangle of 175 mile legs, with 


corners located near Latitude 40°-30’ 
North, Longitude 47°-00’ West: Latitude 
41°-30’ North, Longitude 51°-00’ West: 


and Latitude 44°-30’ North, Longitude 
51°-Y West. The western and southern 
legs, heing near the shipping lanes, are 
the most important for patrol scoutings, 
as the hergs drift southward along 
western leg, then west along southern 
leg and finally north and northeast. By 
agreement, passenger lanes were moved 
ninety miles to the south during ice 
season: but as time is money with ship- 
ping interests, there is a great tempta- 
tion to make transit via the great circle 
route. In 1928, over one hundred vessels 
were reported twenty miles or more to 
horth of agreed lanes and a few vessels 
were seen one hundred miles north. The 
only answer to the danger is constant 
Vigilance by the patrol and discretion by 
Masters during months from April until 
July. and some times later. 

The mission of the patrol is to dis- 
Seminate information. Two cutters bas- 
ing on Halifax, alternate in twenty day 
cruises, which permits fifteen days for 
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patrol scouting. A smaller vessel with 
scientific equipment and experts pre- 
cedes the patrol vessels earlier in the 
year, as far north as practicable and 
moves south with the ice bergs. A pa- 
trol vessel, drifting during fog and dark- 
ness, not only for safety, but in order to 
avoid passing any bergs, can cover from 
30,000 to 45,000 square miles. The pa- 
trol is aided by trans-atlantic steamers, 
which report ice bergs seen and water 
temperatures. These temperatures, com- 
bined with the patrols, afford an oppor- 
tunity to make daily isotherms maps, 
which are essential for making drift 
estimates in locating reported bergs. 

Eight times each day, the patrol broad- 
easts conditions of all known ice. A 
daily compilation of all ice observed dur- 
ing previous twenty-four hours, is trans- 
mitted to the Hydrographie Office at 
Washington, which widely circulates the 
information. The Canadian Government 
is likewise furnished the information. 
In addition, the patrol answers thou- 
sands of inquiries from steamers ap- 
proaching the ice areas. 

Since inauguration of patrol, scientific 
study has developed a greater knowl- 
edge of the Labrador current and its re- 
actions under varied conditions and the 
eauses of light and heavy ice seasons, 
but the field-is far from closed. 

For the year 1933, the cutters Men- 
dota and Mojave are designated for pa- 
trol duty and the smaller cutter, Gen- 
eral Greene, for the scientific work.

Regional Rifle Matches 


The National Rifle Association, now 
that it is an assured fact there will be 
no appropriation from Congress for the 
Camp Perry National Rifle and Pistol 
Matches this year, is beginning to line 
up plans for sectional championship 
shoots as was done last year in lieu of 
the National Matches. As last year. the 
failure to provide for the National 
Matches is due to the government's econ- 
omy program. 

Several changes in the operation of 
the regional shoots will be put into effect 
this year, among them being the system 
of arranging the meets and of awarding 
the various N. R. A. Camp Perry tro- 
phies. according to plans already deter- 
mined upon by the executive committee 
of the rifle association. 

All competitors, regardless of the sec- 
tional shoot in which they compete, will 
be eligible for the trophies with the ex- 
ception of the small bore rifle trophies. 
Last year different of the trophies were 
assigned to different shoots for exclusive 
competition there bat this year all tro- 
phies will be awarded on the basis of 
scores fired at any of the regional 
matches. The new plan gives every 
shooter a chance to win the trophies and 
his chances are not confined to the win- 
ning of particular trophies assigned to 
the meet in which he competes. 

For the small bore rifle shooters, how- 
ever, it is planned to hold one central 
meet, probably at Camp Perry, rather 
than include the championship matches 
in this field in all shoots. The Dewar, 
Railwaymen’s and Fidae International 
small bore matches will be fired during 
the one big small bore meet. 

State associations aligned with the 
National Rifle Association will be au- 
thorized to arrange shoots for the marks- 
men of their states and nearby states. 
In sections where there are no state as- 
sociations. other organizations, such as 
the Army. Navy. Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, will be asked to arrange 
shoots. 

In ranking matches, such as the 
“President’s Hundred” as determined in 
the President’s Match. the score fired at 
the first shoot by a competitor who at- 
tends more than one of the meets will 
be used in the ranking. 

With the knowledge that there will he 
no National Matches coming so much 
earlier this year than last year. plans 
ean be started earlier by the N. R. A. 
for regional matches with the assurance 
of greater thoroughness in the arranging

Military History 

In an article appearing concurrently 
in a number of the service magazines, 
the ground has been broken by Maj. C. C. 
Benson, Cavalry, for the establishment 
of The American Military History Foun- 
dation. It is planned that this institu- 
tion will preserve permanently non-offi- 
cial source materials, will make them 
available to students of military history 
and military historians, and will, when 
opportunity offers, publish accurate and 
impartial histories of the activities of the 
land forces of the United States. 


In his article, Major Benson points 
out the difficulties and complexities of 
the task which confronts the military 
historian. If military history is to be 
written accurately, vast amounts of evi- 
dence must be accumulated and pre- 
served. They must be kept readily avail- 
able for consultation. The writing of 
military history, by its very nature, can- 
not be done on a basis of personal profit. 
The immense labor involved and the 
limited circulation possible for works of 
this specialized character generally pre- 
clude adequate reward for the individual 
author. Yet the fact remains that ignor- 
ance of the realities of our military his- 
tory by a few individuals who should 
have known has, time after time, brought 
our country a staggering bill in blood 
and treasure. “Failure to investigate 
thoroughly our military history, and to 
apply its teachings, has added to our 
public debt billions that might otherwise 
have been devoted to the maintenance of 
peace.” P 

Major Benson acknowledges the grea 
task accomplished by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in publishing the printed rec- 
ords of our Civil War as well as the 
continuing investigations of the World 
War records by the Historical Section 
of the Army War College. He points 
out, however, that there exist no com- 
plete compilations of reliable data on our 
Hundred Years’ War with the Indians, 
the War of 1812, the War with Mexico, 
or the Spanish-American War. He 
shows, too, how there are excluded from 
official records vital personal documents, 
such as diaries and private letters, which 
illuminate great events and depict the 
personalities of historical characters. 
Finally, he makes the point that Amer- 
ican official histories, for a variety of 
reasons, are precluded from the expres- 
sion of opinions and from undertaking 
many of the critical functions of the 
modern historian. 





The proposed American Military His- 


tory Foundation would have the follow- 
ing functions: 

1. To make detailed, comprehensive 
and coordinated plans for work on all 
phases of our whole military history. 

2. To affiliate with organizations that 
are willing to cooperate. 

3. To consolidate data on the location 
and contents of deposits of source mate- 
rials pertaining to our military history 
that now exist. 

4. To assemble, collate, index and 
preserve all the pertinent non-federal 
historical evidence that can be found. 

5. To establish a National Military 
Museum in Washington, D. C., which 
would serve as headquarters for th® 
organization, provide proper housing for 
its archives and educational exhibits, 
and facilitate the research work of stu- 
dents and historians. 

6. To arrange for the collaboration of 
military men and civilians in the writ- 
ing of a complete series of first class 
military histories. 

7. To subsidize the publication and 
distribution of these histories. 

8. To develop in the American people 
a broad knowledge of the facts of our 
military history, and an appreciation of 
their true significance. 

The project for a Military History 
Foundation has been under considera- 
tion for two years by a group of active 
and retired officers who live in the vicin- 
ity of Washington, D. C. The coopera- 
tion of others is warmly desired and 
those interested are invited to commu- 
nicate with Lt. Col. Charles E. T. Lull, 
Chief of the Historical Section, Army 
War College.

In spite of 
the decrease in appropriations, that pro- 
gram has been completed as far as tae. 
tical units are concerned. Our equip. 
ment is better and there is more of it. 
Our housing is more attractive and more 
livable. The relative fighting strength 
of the Air Corps has materially in- 
creased and, therefore, the Nation is 
more secure. 

This progress has, nevertheless, been 
accompanied by many disappointments. 
Some objectives have not been reached, 
Some hopes have not been realized. But, 
going up or down, in good times and 
bad, your devotion to the Service has 
never wavered. 

Whatever progress has been made is 
due to your loyalty, ability and courage. 
Many others have had a part in it, but 
that part is insignificant compared with 
yours. By this same token, the future 
holds for you a very serious responsi- 
bility and a continuing opportunity, and 
I know that you will meet them effec- 
tively as you have in the past. 

The most trying experiences come 
when the risks of military flying have 
fatal consequences. The men take those 
risks consciously and as incidents in the 
line of duty. But the Air Corps women 
are the ones who have the real burdens 
to bear, and they have met them with a 
cheerfulness and fortitude which makes 
those who appreciate their gravity very 
proud of them. 

I would like to say to each of you, 
personally, that I am profoundly grate- 
ful for your loyalty and support and for 
your friendship. No man could have 
had them in greater measure than I. 
No man could have had a more inspiring 
association and, frankly, I hate to lose 
it. It will leave a very big hole in my 
life. My hope is that in the years to 
come I may have the privilege of con- 
tinuing those friendships and, in one 
way or another, of serving the Air Corps. 

Ours may not be the biggest air force 
in the world, but, by gracious, it is the 
best !

Macon Trials 

The first trial flight of the Macon will 
take place from Akron, Ohio, beginning 
March 30, weather permitting.

Colonel Roosevelt, after being commis- 
sioned in the Marine Corps, served with 
the First Brigade Marines, Cavite, P. I., 
from 1902 to 1904, when he was ordered 
to duty at Marine Headquarters, Wash- 
ington, D. C. In 1906, he was with the 
Marine Battalion of the USS Columbia 
on expeditionary duty in the Isthmus of 
Panama, and he was on temporary expe- 
ditionary duty in Cuba in 1907. In 1908, 
he assumed charge of the Depot of Sup- 
plies, San Francisco, Calif., and in 1911 
returned to the Philippines as Brigade 
Quartermaster. In August 1914, he was 
assigned to special duty at the American 
Embassy, Paris, in connection with the 
relief of Americans in Europe. During 





1915 and the early part of the year 1916, 
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he was attached to Marine Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C. On March 22, 1916, 
he was ordered to duty in Haiti and 
served as a Director of the Haitian Con- 
stabulary from April 1 to May 12, 1917. 
In June 1917, Colonel Roosevelt was ap- 
pointed Assistant Quartermaster at the 
Marine Barracks, Quantico, Virginia, 
and served in that capacity until the 
time of his resignation from the service 
on July 3, 1920. 

On Feb. 15, 1933, Colonel Roosevelt 
accepted a commission in the Marine 
Corps Reserve. 

Admiral Land was born in Canon City, 
Colo., Jan. 9, 1879. and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Wyoming 
in September 1898. After receiving his 
commission as Ensign, U. S. Navy, he 
completed the postgraduate course in 
naval architecture at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. In 1904, he was 
appointed Assistant Naval Constructor 
with the rank of Lieutenant (junior 
grade), and was commissioned Naval 
Constructor with the rank of Lieutenant 
in 1912: promoted to Lieutenant Com- 
mander, Construction Corps, Aug. 29, 
1916: to Commander, Construction Corps 
(temporary) in October 1917: to Com- 
mander. Construction Corps (perma- 
nent) Jan. 1, 1921: and Captain, Con- 
struction Corps, in 1923. 

During the World War, he was on 
duty in the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, Navy Department, and was 
awarded the Navy Cross with the cita- 
tion : 

“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession in connection with the 
design and construction of submarines 
and for work in the War one.” 

In 1919, Captain Land served with the 
Allied Naval Armistice Commission, and 
in 1920, was appointed as Assistant 
Naval Attache at the American Embassy, 
London, England. 

Returning to the Navy Department in 
1921, Captain Land was on duty in the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, and 
after transfer to the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, qualified as a Naval Aviation 
Observer. He was appointed a member 
of the Army and Navy Helium Board in 
April, 1923, and in November of that 
year was appointed a member of the 
Postgraduate Council, Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, Md. 

On Aug. 16, 1926, he was appointed 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau ofAero- 
nauties, Navy Department. and served 
in that capacity until Sept. 4. 1928, when 
he was granted leave for duty in con- 
nection with the Daniel Guggenheim 
Fund for the Promotion of Aeronautics, 
where he was appointed Vice President 
and Treasurer. At this time he qualified 
for a Pilot’s License from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

In 1930, he reported for duty as Aide 
on the Staff with additional duty as 
Fleet Constructor, United States Fleet. 
In October 1930, he was transferred to 
duty in the Navy Department. 

Captain Land has the Spanish Cam- 
paign badge. He was awarded the dec- 
oration of Honorary Commander of the 
Military Order of the British Empire in 
1922, and was given a special letter of 
commendation by the Chairman of the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nauties in 1929.

NOTHING IS MORE EVIDENT than the fact that the destinies of the Services 
are in the hands of President Roosevelt. The hearty approval which the country 
has given to his banking, economy and beer policies, and the hasty response by 
Congress to his legislative demands, demonstrate that for the moment he is in the 
saddle, and the disposition now exists to carry out his recommendations. As yet, 
the only revelation he has given of his attitude toward the Services lies in his 
inclusion of the Armed Forces in the pay reduction provisions of the Economy 
Law. Therein, he has departed from the policy of his predecessor, who excluded 
the Services from the 11 per cent pay cut he proposed. Encouragement that Mr. 
Roosevelt will favor the development of a Treaty Navy has been given by the 
publication of such views from Secretary Swanson and by assurances expressed 
by Chairman Vinson of the House Naval Committee. Furthermore, it must be 
apparent to Mr. Roosevelt, as it clearly is to his advisers, that the foreign policies 
he is pursuing, thus far identical with those initiated by Mr. Hoover, can be main- 
tained only by the knowledge abroad that the United States is in process of ade- 
quate preparation. Again, reports from abroad describe the ominous clouds hover- 
ing over the Old World, and in the Far East Japan is not only consolidating her 
Manchurian conquest, but is buying stores of munitions beyond those needed for 
her Chinese adventure. In the face of such conditions, we regard it as the duty 
of the President to take such action as will assure Naval parity and to so strengthen 
the Army that it will be ready to do its part toward defending American interest. 





IN THE APPLICATION OF the Economy Law to the Services, it is submitted 
that they are entitled to consideration of the views of their representatives in the 
matter of the comparative costs of living. It is not enough merely to take the 
statistics of the Department of Labor for the comparative years 1928 and 1932 and 
apply them. The Services are distributed throughout the United States, where 
costs have differed; they are stationed in the West Indies, Panama and the Pacific 
to which an American yardstick would have no application. They relate in many 
cases, also, to a state of facts strange to that in the case of civilians. It would 
seem, therefore, that in fairness the President should order a study made by the 
Secretaries of War and Navy and that those officials in formulating their recom- 
mendations should take into consideration the special conditions the study would 
disclose. There is a wealth of material already available for Messrs Dern and 
Swanson, the most recent and exhaustive being the report of the joint Army and 
Navy pay investigation. Into consideration also should be taken the cuts which 
already have been suffered and which have been extended to mileage, quarters 
and rations. Secretary Swanson, by reason of his membership on the Senate Naval 
Committee, is thoroughly familiar with the hardships under which the Services 
have lakored as a result of inadequate compensation. We are happy to state that 
Secretary Dern is showing a keen interest in the subject, and if reports of his 
attitude are to be believed he will do all in his power to support the Army con- 
sistent, of course, with the policy laid down for the Administration. 





THE CHANCES ARE that the service committees of the House will not be 
officially organized until the beginning of the regular session next January. The 
delay is excused on the ground that there is no legislation awaiting action. This 
excuse does not hold water, since there are many matters affecting National Defense 
which are pressing for decision. Besides provision: for establishing parity for the 
Navy, there is the need for promotion reform in the Army, and there are other mat- 
ters which demand attention. It is fortunate that both in the Senate and House, 
politics have never entered into National Defense, and we hope they will never do so. 
Both the Democratic and Republican Parties we are glad to say, have recognized the 
non-partisan character of the Army and the Navy, and their representatives upon 
the Committees have formulated policies based upon their patriotic conception of 
what is best for the protection of the country. This being the case, it is important 
that these committees shall undergo prompt organization. It is noted that the 
Appropriations is one of the Committees which has been created. While it is doubt- 
ful that that Committee during the extra session will report any measures affecting 
the Services, there is a possibility that it may do so, in which case there will be 
no organized resistance to its recommendations. The Services must rely for their 
defense upon Messrs McSwain and Vinson and the reelected who were connected 
with them in the past, and their activity will be gratefully reecgnized by the officers 
and men who have no voice in the decision of matters affecting their morale. 





WITH AN INSISTENCE similar to that displayed by President Hoover, Mr. 
Roosevelt is urging Congress to declare an embargo on Arms exportation. He takes 
the view urgently expressed by his predecessor that such action is necessary to put 
teeth into the Kellogg-Briand pact outlawing war. Whatever may be said officially, 
there is no doubt that Japan will regard such an embargo as aimed primarily at 
her, though the advantages would lie on her side and obviously would be against 
the interests of China. It is our view that this is a dangerous precedent to estab- 
lish. If the exportation of arms to an aggressor nation be forbidden, is not the 
next step the prohibition of the exportation of materials entering into the manu- 
facture of arms: Is not still another step the prohibition of all materials which 
could be used in warfare, and the establishment of what in effect would be a 
blockade such as the Covenant of the League of Nations contemplates? Again, 


there is the matter of the prohibition of financial aid to such a Nation. The 
French expression that it is the first step that counts is certainly applicable in 

of the arms ban. Considerable opposition has developed in the Senate to 
the adoption of the Hoover-Roosevelt policy in this matter, and it is not all likely 
there will be hasty action upon it.

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Operation of New Pay Cut Law.—Although no positive ruling has been made on 
the subject, it is believed that when the new pay cut law goes into effect on 
April 1, there will be a financial adjustment between certain officers and employes 
of the government and the Treasury Department. Inasmuch as there are a goodly 
number of officers who have already contributed the entire month’s pay due under 
the furlough law for the fiscal year 1933, there will have to be some reckoning 
with them before the 15 per cent pay cut is applied to them for the months of 
April, May and June, months for which they already have contributed 81g per cent 
of their pay. 

ot mal are required under the terms of the Act of June 30, 1932, to take 
legislative furlough for one calendar month or 24 working days during the fiscal 
year 1933. The Comptroller General requires that the minimum deduction shall be 
for 24% days’ pay (2 days furlough) for each pay period of the calendar month, 
and where more furlough is taken in any one pay period of more days than deduc- 
tions for which have been previously made, that additional deductions shall be 
made for the excess legislative furlough, at the rate of 14%, days’ pay for each 
day's excessive furlough. The minimum deductions required to include March 31, 
1933, are for 224%, days’ pay (18 days’ furlough). 

If an employee has had deducted from his pay an amount greater than 22% 
days’ pay but has not taken in excess of 18 days’ furlough, such employee, it is 
believed, will be entitled to have his pay adjusted for the amount of excessive 
deduction. 

If an employee has taken more than 18 days’ furlough but less than 24 days, 
but has had more deducted from his pay than the number of days furlough taken 
times 1144 days’ pay it is thought that he will be entitled to refund for such excess 
deduction. 

It is also believed that in the cases of officers and employes who have suffered 
deductions in their pay thus far this year but have not taken all the furlough to 
which they were entitled, additional credit corresponding to such periods will be 
given to their total of accrued leave.

Sale of Beer in Services.—With legal beer in the offing, the question is arising as 
to whether or not the beer which Congress decides is non-intoxicating in fact may 
be sold in Army Post Exchanges, in Navy Ships’ Service Stores and in Marine 
Corps Post Exchanges. 

There does not seem to be much doubt but that few, if any, local commanders 
in either service will take the responsibility of authorizing the sales without de- 
partmental assurances of the legality of their action. 

In the Army the legal authorities undoubtedly will get their heads together 
over an interpretation of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, which provided that “The sale 
of, or dealing in, beer, wine or any intoxicating liquors by any person in any Post 
Exchange or canteen of Army transports or upon any reservation used for military 
purposes by the United States is hereby prohibited. The Secretary of War is 
hereby directed to carry the provisions of this act into full force and effect.” 

The general sentiment seems to be that the new democratic chieftains of the 
service departments will be prompt in letting the services know that the new beer 
has the same legal status as near beer and may be sold in their service retail outlets.

A Amateur Radio System Aids in California Earthquake.—Another example of 
the value of the radio amateur to the country is furnished by a communication to 
Captain Norman L. Baldwin, officer in charge of the Army Amateur System. Robert 
F. Wilson of Yale University, New Haven, Connecticut, was combing the Army 
amateur frequency band for distant stations, at about 11:40 P. M., on the evening 
of March 10th, when a frantic appeal to “get the message through” came to him 
from W6AOR of Los Angeles. This station had vainly been trying to get a mes- 
Sage through to Sacramento. ‘Through the assistance of Wilson’s station WIYU of 
New Haven, operating on the special Army Amateur Frequency, contact with 
Sacramento was established in less than 15 minutes and the following message 
transmitted : “From Long Beach, California via W6AOR to Adjutant General, Sacra- 
mento, California, Rush help many lives lost. Signed Mayor Harris, Long Beach.” 

This emergency communication furnished to the Mayor of Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia, is just one more example of the trained radio amateur stepping in and 
acting when established commercial agencies fail. The Army Amateur Radio Sys- 
tem is a network of approximately one thousand of these trained amateurs vol- 
untarily affiliated with the Signal Corps, U. S. Army. It was two members of this 
same nation-wide network who, for two days, furnished the only means of com- 
munication from the stricken area in the disastrous hurricane in Florida in 1928.

Army Paper Work.—The Chief of Staff has approved certain changes in Paragraph 
83j AR 145-10, which will relieve P.M.S.&T’s at R.O.T.C. institutions of consider- 
able administrative work at commencement time. Paragraph 83j(4)a has here- 
tofore required the preparation upon graduation of separate statement for each 
student, for whom a commission in the Officer’s Reserve Corps has been prepared, 
indicating that he has successfully completed the prescribed course. This inferma- 
tion was really confirmation of an earlier report upon which the Reserve commis- 
sion was prepared. The executed oath of oflice is mailed immediately to The Ad- 
jutant General and is notification to the War Department of the fact that the stu- 
dent has successfully completed the R.O.T.C. Advanced Course. Paragraph 83j(4) 
has been changed so as to require a separate statement in the case only of each 
student who through dismissal, through failure to otherwise successfully complete 
the course, or by reason of physical disqualification, has not been furnished his 
commission which was previously prepared. In each of the above instances the 
reasons will be set forth. By the changes above indicated the number of separate 
reports will be reduced from nearly 6,000 annually to a neligible quantity. 

Further reduction in paper work has been accomplished by the approval of the 
Chief of Staff of recommendations rescinding Paragraph 9d, AR 605-120, which re- 
quired detached officers of the Inspector General’s Department, Judge Advocate 
General's Department and Medical Department, to submit directly to their re 
spective chiefs of services, and in the case of detached Medical officers to Corps 
Area and Department surgeons, reports of change in their status. These reports 
are furnished on W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 80 to The Adjutant General and Corps 
Area and Department Commanders, and no useful purpose is served in transmitting 
to bureau chiefs and Corps Area staff officers copies of same, especially when the 
information is always available to interested agencies upon application to The 
Adjutant General or to Corps Area or Department Adjutants. 

The Quartermaster General, following the desire of the Chief of Staff to re- 
duce paper work, is making a study with a view to revising utility reports and 
lessening the frequency of their submission. This will minimize considerably the 
efforts of Quartermaster personnel at various posts, camps and stations.

Complimented for Quake Aid.—Secretary of the Navy Swanson has sent a dispatch 
commending officers and men of the Navy and Marine Corps for their relief work 
in the earthquake area. The message, addressed to Adm. Richard H. Leigh, USN, 
Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, stated: 

“The Secretary of the Navy wishes to congratulate the Commander in Chief 
U. S. Fleet, and the Navy for the efficient part it has played in the recent disaster 
in the area in which the Fleet is based.” 

The following message from the Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, Admiral 
Leigh, has been received by the Secretary of the Navy: 

“Your message greatly appreciated by the officers and men of the Fleet.” 
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March 18, 1933 


Following is a summary of activities in the Naval Communications service 
er the earthquake in the Long Beach area in southern California: — 

The Naval Volunteer Communication Reserve mobilized immediately upon 
of news of the earthquake. For a short period of time the Reserve provided 
a link between San Diego and Los Angeles while other wires were understood to 
be down. Besides communication between the Navy Department and the Fleet over 
its regular circuits, the Navy had communication to and from the stricken area 
over the circuits of the Naval Volunteer Communication Reserve. 

Naval Communication personnel made every endeavor to extemporize circuits 
while regular means of comunication to and from the stricken area were inoperative. 

When the naval rescue forces landed from the Fleet to aid those in the stricken 
areas, a number of portable radio sets accompanied the force organizations. These 
radio telegraph sets maitnained contact within the forces ashore and between 
those forces and the vessels of the Fleet in that locality. The Commander-in-Chief 
reported promptly direct by radio to the Department the fact that an earthquake 
was occurring in the Los Angeles-Long Beach area and that rescue measures were 
under way. One of the Commander-in-Chief’s earliest dispatches was a reassurance 
that, with the exception of one man, all Navy personnel and their families were 
reported safe. Despite this, since the Fleet was concentrated in that area, numerous 
communications came to the Department requesting information regarding families 
and friends. The available radio communications between the Commander-in-Chief 
and the Department, and his extension circuits to the rescue forces ashore, served 
to provide progressive information concerning conditions in the stricken area.

The Most Interesting Advertising 
Job I Ever Did

(Colonel Rankin, author of the follow- 
ing article, which is reprinted from 
Printers’ Ink, has retained his service 
connections and is now a colonel in the 
Specialists Reserve and chairman of the 
Selective Service Advertising Group.) 

My most interesting advertising job, 


quite conceivably, might also be the 
most interesting job of several promi- 


nent advertising agency executives. We 
all had a hand in fulfilling the objec- 


tive sought by our client—the United 
States Government. 
The job presented itself in Septem- 


ber, 1918, at the annual meeting of the 
American Association of Advertising 
Agencies. William H. Johns, able presi- 
dent of the Association that year, was 
also chairman of the Division of Adver- 


tising for Wartime Work, which had 
been created by President Wilson. 
As our morning meeting was being 


concluded, Mr. Johns announced that at 
hoon Col. John H. Wigmore, represent- 
ing Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, Provost 
Marshal of the United States Army, to- 
gether with Carl Byoir, associate chair- 
man of the Bureau of Public Informa- 
tion under George Creel, Carl E. Wal- 
herg and Charles S. Hart, contact men 
In Washington for the Division of Ad- 
vertising, would present to us the prob- 
lem of promotion, advertising and pub- 
lieity for the third selective service 
registration, which called for the enrol- 
ment on Sept. 12, 1918, of those men 
between the ages of 18 and 20 and 32 
and 45 years. 

This meant that there were just nine 
days left in which to do the job and 
they wanted us to help them with their 
problem. 

We met with these gentlemen and, be- 
Cause it was largely a newspaper as- 
Signment and because I was chairman 
of the newspaper division of the Four 
A’s, Mr. Johns delegated that the work 
be done under my direction. Three agen- 
cles were assigned to the job; the J. 





Walter Thompson Company, the Frank 
Seaman Company and our own and 
James O’Shaughnessy, then executive 
secretary of the Four A’s. 

It was our job to make this selective 
service registration a patriotic privilege 
and duty! General Crowder feared that 
only six or seven million of a possible 
thirteen million would register unless 
something startling was done. 

The task ahead of us was to create 
a slogan that would take the sting out 
of the thought that a man was being 
“drafted” and make every man whose 
registration was compulsory, not only 


willing to register voluntarily but proud | 


to do his patriotic duty. 

Our first meeting was given over to 
this problem. A dozen suggestions were 
made. None, however, had a real human 
appeal. 

The next morning Robert E. Rinehart, 
my partner, brought into our meeting 
five words that he had created over 
night. These five words were: 

“Patriots Will Register — 
Must.” 

That was a full page in five words! 

We used these five words in adver- 
tisements. They were given treatment 
as “ears” on the front pages of news- 
papers. They were used as headings for 
editorials, for poster bulletins, on car 
eards and in window displays. News- 
papers either sold or gave away more 
than $2,000,000 worth of advertising to 
help get the message over. 

National and local advertisers, frater- 
nal organizations, postmasters, governors 
and mayors all broadcast our appeal. 
We also published two newspapers—one, 
the “Advertising Bulletin,” of 100,000 
copies, and another, “The Selecitve Ser- 
vice Register,” of 300,000 copies. 

Of foreign language newspapers, 742, 
printed in twenty-two different lang- 
uages, gave the equivalent of two and 
one-half full pages to registration ap- 
peals. New York newspapers, for ex- 
ample, overnight printed 5,000,000 official 
draft instructions which were given to 
and distributed by 45,000 R. F. D. car- 
riers. Twenty thousand film slides were 
distributed from New York and Philadel- 
phia in two days to every theater in the 


Others 
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country. Farm papers, to the number 
of 120, carried a full-page advertisement 
on the registration appeal. 

The sum total of all this effort en- 
abled us to carry the Government mes- 
sage to every city, village, town and 
rural route and get immediate action. 

As Mr. Walberg has written: “The 
task assigned to us called for work day 
and night throughout the nine-day pe- 
riod. It was the most terrific high- 
pressure drive I ever experienced. The 
fact that more than 13,000,000 men were 
registered, whereas the anticipated num- 
ber was much lower, was probably due 
to this nation-wide dissemination head- 
lined by that slogan, “Patriots Will 
Register—Others Must.” 

Does anyone wonder that to me this 
is the most interesting and the most 
productive advertising job of which it 
has been my privilege to play a part?

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Reserve Corps Notes 








The Adjutant General’s Office is in- 
forming Corps Area and Department 
Commanders that “It is considered that 
Air Corps Reserve officers on extended 
active duty, with less than six months 
service with a tactical unit of the Air 
Corps are not sufficiently experienced to 
gain the maximum benefit from such ad- 
ranced training as extended avigation 
training flights.” 

“It is desired,” the communication 
states, “that requests from Air Corps 
Reserve officers, on extended active duty, 
for avigation training flights, under 
paragraph 53 d, Section X, AR 95-15, be 
not forwarded to the War Department 
unless the officer has had at least six 
months service with a tactical Air Corps 
Unit of the Regular Army. When the 
officer has had the required service, the 
Commanding Officer of the Air Corps 
Tactical Unit, in his forwarding indorse- 
ment, should make a statement to the 
effect that the Reserve officer making the 
request has had not less than six months 
service with a tactical unit of the Air 
Corps.”

Reserve officers of field grades who 
have served one five year period with- 
out eligibility for assignment, active 
duty, or promotion in peace time are not 
eligible for reappointment in the same 
status and will not be reappointed unless 
eligibility is established for reappoint- 
ment with full privileges. The Adjutant 
General's office announces: 

“Some reserve officers of field grades,” 
the announcement says, “now nearing the 
completion of their five year periods, 
were reappointed without assignment, 
active duty, or promotion privileges prior 
to the promulgation, in December, 1928, 
of authorization for each Chief of Arm 
or Service and each Corps Area Com- 
mander to certify for reappointment on 
an eligible status those reserve officers 
whose work in civil life qualifies them 
for the work they would be required to 
perform in time of emergency. 

“On the recommendation of The Sur- 
geon General, the fact that reserve offi- 
cers of field grades Medical Department 
are serving in a status of ineligibility for 
assignment, active duty, or promotion 
will not of itself be considered by Corps 
Area Commanders or by The Surgeon 
General as a bar to certification for re- 
appoinment with full privileges under the 
provisions of paragraph 28, AR 140-5. 
This has particular application to those 
whose records indicate that had there 
been authority for such certification at 
the time of their current reappointment, 
they would now be in the status of eligi- 
bility for assignment, active duty and 
promotion in peace time.”

Port Information 


The publication of a new report on 
the ports of Sandusky, Huron and Lo- 
rain, Ohio, has just been announced by 
the United States Shipping Board. The 
report, prepared jointly by the Bureau 
of Marine Develpoment (formerly Bu- 
reau of Operations) of the Shipping 
Board and the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors of the War Depart- 
ment, as directed by law, is one of a 
series covering the principal ports on 
the Great Lakes. 


The reports in this series are similar 
in scope and purpose to those in the 
Port Series covering the principal ocean 
ports, and are intended for the informa- 
tion and use of Federal, State, municipal 
and port agencies, and others interested 
in the development of harbors and the 
establishment of port and terminal facili- 
ties. They also contain information use- 
ful to shipping and transportation inter- 
ests in connection with the movement of 
goods through the various ports. 


The report on Sandusky, Huron and 
Lorain contains information with regard 
to port and harbor conditions; port cus- 
toms and regulations; services and 
charges ; fuel and supplies ; and facilities 
available for service to commerce and 
shipping, including piers, wharves, dry 
docks, marine repair plants, storage 
warehouses, bulk freight storage, float- 
ing equipment, wrecking and salvage 
facilities, railroad, steamship and air 
lines and their charges and practices in 
connection with terminal service.

COMPARATIVE SERVICE RANK 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I see that Congress has under consid- 
eration a bill * demote certain Rear 
Admirals of the Navy so as to put them 
on a parity with Brigadier Generals of 
the Army. As a General Officer of the 
Army may I, in my private capacity, 
offer a protest against this proposition? 

l‘am for. building the Navy up—not 
for tearing the Navy down. I want to 
see our Navy the best in the world, even 
though we cannot hope that much for 
the Army. I want to see the Army raised 
to parity with the Navy in the matter of 
rank, pay emoluments, guns, ammuni- 
tion, and general efficiency, in so far as 
common sense and the state of the 
Treasury may permit. But if we cannot 
equalize up, I do not want to equalize 
down. 

Some years ago Congress and the 
American public discovered that the rank 
of our Flag Officers put them below the 
Flag Officers of every other country in 
the world when they came together at 
the conference table. The Stars and 
Stripes trailed the column on the seas as 
it floated over the disreputable shacks 
occupied as embassies in foreign lands. 
An aroused public opinion gave the Navy 
rank with a string tied to it in the way 
of temporary commissions and _ inade- 
quate pay. But we built up palatial em- 
bassies. 

During my fifteen years of service as 
a General Officer I have never been em- 
barrassed in the presence of an American 
Rear Admiral. It has never made any 
difference to me whether they belonged 
to the upper 
whether they stood on my right or my 
left at Army and Navy Club receptions; 
whether they preceded me in getting in 
or out of automobiles. 

As an American citizen I have been 
proud to see our four-star Admirals take 
their proper places along with Jellicoe 
and Beatty. I have not been proud to 
see our ranking Brigadier General in the 
Philippine Islands detailed as Aide to a 
visiting General of the Japanese; and an 
officer of the highest rank in the Ameri- 
can Army serving in the same capacity 
at the heel of a British Prince. 

Admiral Sims had the four stars ap- 
propriate to his war-time duty of a 
diplomatic character in London. But 
what about Pershing: Why was he junior 
in rank to the commander-in-chief of 
every other army in Europe and to 
many of the lesser commanders of for- 
eign armies? 

Admiral Wilson deserved his three 
stars as commander of the United States 
Naval Forces in France, with headquar- 
ters at Brest in association with the 
8.0.8. But what about Harries, who 
commanded the whole Base Section at 
Brest and was only a Brigadier General: 
Or Sewell at St. Nazaire, who com- 
manded that Section with as many as 
200,000 men and had only the rank of 
Colonel? Or Kernan and Harbord, who 
commanded the whole of the S.O.S. from 
Tours. with 550,000 men and the rank of 
Major General? 

Three stars were certainly appropriate 
to Admiral Gleaves, who commanded the 
transport fleet. But what about the men 
at the front who commanded Army Corps 
in action? They did not get above the 
grade of Major General. 

Two stars was perhaps high for Ad- 
miral Plunket, who commanded the rail- 
road artillery sent by the Navy to the 
Western Front. But what about the one 
star of Chamberlaine, who commanded 
all of our railroad artillery in France, 
including that of Admiral Plunket. 

The Confederate Army had eight Gen- 
erals and nineteen Lieutenant Generals. 
The Union Army timidly handed out the 
rank of Lieutenant General to Grant to- 
wards the close of the war. 

Pershing during the World War re- 
ceived less pay than Scott during the 
Mexican War. 

Six men from the Spanish War were 


half or the lower half; - 





made Lieutenant Generals on the active 
list of the Army. None from the World 
War. 

Perhaps the Army, itself, is largely to 
blame for these things. I think it is. 

The Navy and the Marines get what 
they go after. They are entitled to it. 
And we should not try to take it away 
from them after they get it. 

The grade of Commodore that ranked 
with Brigadier General was abolished 
because no other Navy had it. The low- 
est Flag rank in the British Navy and in 
other foreign navies is Rear Admiral. 
Let’s not establish a new grade, Lower- 
Half-Rear-Admiral, that will cause con- 
fusion and hard feeling in every port in 
the world. 

It would be fine if the Army were put 
on a parity with the Navy by giving the 
senior officers of the Army the rank that 
goes with their jobs. Any small boy can 
find out what that rank is by consulting 
a dictionary. But if the American voter 
does not see it that way. we can at 
least take pride in our senior naval offi- 
cers who do not have to jump to atten- 
tion in the presence of foreigners with 
jobs the same as their own.

ON PAY ADJUSTMENTS 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Adjusting salaries on 1932 vs. 1928 liv- 
ing costs is sound for salaries fixed on 
1928 living costs. Salaries fixed in the 
prior depression as were army and navy 
salaries in June, 1922 were so deplorably 
insufficient in 1928-1929 that resignations 
from the Services were wholesale. The 
fall in prices has but restored original 
purchasing power. 

It is not apparent how the announced 
basis for salary adjustments can possibly 
result equitably unless the economic con- 
ditions prevailing when salaries were 
fixed, together with the terms of engage- 
ment of services, both are weighed. Re- 
tired pay is a fixed financial obligation 
like our bonds. the one being paid for in 
the service and the other in money, both 
at government fixed rates. In both cases 
the U. S. received payment in full on the 
terms it made and enforced and it will 
be interesting to observe whether these 
equal obligations are equally met. Should 
it be the new poliey that an obligation 
which affects only a small group of some 
5700 retired officers may be defaulted or 
repudiated in part while bond interest 
payments are fully met. then we shall in- 
deed be in a new era. 

Recently the depression so affected 
normal thinking that some would have 
acted to eternally disgrace the Nation. 
That condition of mind now appears hap- 
pily reversed. With existent good faith 
badly soiled over much of the world it 
is refreshing to note the emergence of 
old-fashioned moral integrity here and 
there. The small group of retired offi- 
cers, now paid on the 1922 (not 1928) 
living cost basis, can but little affect the 
budget, either way. On the other hand 
governmental repudiation of what is due 
them, under the terms of their service 
and retirement, is vital to nearly every 
member of this group composed princi- 
pally of aged and infirm men of notable 
service. The action taken too will vitally 
affect national defense: for if these en- 
gagements can be broken while other 
mere-money obligations are fully met it 
will notify our youth who would provide 
for old age to take their youth and 
health and strength and patriotic ambi- 
tions elsewhere.

The daily average volume of Federg) 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending March 8. as reporteg 
by the Federal reserve banks, was §9. 
619,000,000, an increase of $1,034,000,0%9 
compared with the preceding week ang 
of $1,891,000,000 compared with the cor. 
responding week in 1932. 

On March 8 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $3,644,00,000, an increase of 
$708,000,000 for the week. This increage 
is largely accounted for by increases of 
$818,000,000 in money in circulation and 
$26,000,000 in unexpended capital funds, 
nonmember deposits, ete., and a decrease 
of $101,000,000 in monetary gold stock, 
offset in part by a decrease of $238,000, 
000 in members bank reserve balances, 

Bills discounted increased $492,000,0@ 
at the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, $70,000,000 at Chicago, $39,000,000 
at Cleveland, 25,000,000 at San Francisco 
and $702,000,000 -at all Federal reserve 
banks. The System's holdings of bills 
bought in open market increased §33- 
000,000, while holdings of United States 
bonds increased $5,000,000 and those of 
Treasury certificates and bills $39,006.

MORE ANENT ENLISTED MEN 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal; 


Your articles in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL calling for the viewpoint of 
men in the service in regard to pay in- 
creases for enlisted men prompts me to 
give my viewpoint as an enlisted man 
of ten years service, seven of which 
have been as a non-commissioned officer. 

It is a known and stated belief of our 
higher commanders that the N, C. O.s? 
are the back-bone of the Army. The 
non-commissioned officer of the United 
States Army of today is required, and 
must be, to remain such, a highly spe- 
cialized man. One look at the training 
regulations applying to the different 
branches of the service is proof conclu- 
sive of this statement. 

Non-commissioned officers of Infantry, 
for instance, must, in addition to a 
knowledge of close order drill, have a 
highly technical knowledge of the use 
of automatic rifles, machine guns, 37 
MM guns, trench mortars, gas and chem- 
ical agents, communication systems, de- 
fense against gas and chemical agents, 
and must be able to successfully instruct 
in the use, care and maintenance of all 
these. He is expected to qualify himself 
to become an officer in time of war, and 
I believe that most Company comman- 
ders take pride in having their non- 
commissioned officers so qualified. 

The course of training and study car- 
ried out in non-commissioned officer’s 
schools is, as can be readily seen, a col- 
lege education in the profession of arms. 

The course of training and study is, 
at most posts, at least at those where 
I have served, confined to actual com- 
batants, and N. C. O.’s of the first three 
grades, with the exception of First Ser- 
geants, are not required to attend 
classes. First Sergeants, of course, are 
required to attend, and in many cases, 
assist in the conduct of school and 
classes. This means that Master, Tech- 
nical and Staff Sergeants, in many cases, 
never become real soldiers, and know 
nothing of the technical side of the 
Army. They come into the Army from 
civil life, and being good stenographers 
or typists, become clerks in Headquarters 
and advance rapidly to the first three 
grades. They are, in_ reality, not 
trained professional soldiers, but con- 
tinue in their civil life calling, as 
clerks, typists, ete., depriving real sol- 
diers of a grace that all real soldiers 
strive for. Why not make these head- 
quarters jobs civil service positions, and 
allot the first three grade ratings to the 
best qualified soldiers among the non- 
commissioned officers of the Regiment or 
Battalion? 

In regard to non-commissioned officers 
of my own rank, we are required to per- 
form the duties of the next higher com- 
mander, must be qualified as platoon 
leaders, must be able to drill a Company 
in close order drill, extended order drill, 
must know the tactical use of a Com- 
pany in the field, and must have the 
technical knowledge of all the weapons 
referred to above; yet when we desire 
or are ordered to make a change of sta- 
tion. we revert to the status of Private, 
regardless of how long we have held our 
present grade, or our character and qua- 
lifications as soldiers and non-commis- 
sioned officers. We are, in my opinion, 
penalized for wanting to be real, pro- 
fessional soldiers, rather than clerks or 
typists. In addition, we have no allow- 





ance, in the case of married N. C. O.’s 
living out of barracks, for fuel, light, 
quarters or transportation of dependents, 
as have the first three grades, made up 
mostly of clerks and typists. While I 
realize the necessity for clerks and typ- 
ists, I believe that they should be civil 
service employes, and that the first three 
grades should be reserved for those men 
of the Army who take pride in their 
chosen profession. It hardly seems fair 
that men who have served in the grade 
of Sergeant for a period of years should 
be required to pay rent, pay for fuel, 
lights, and for the transportation of his 
dependents on change of station, pro- 
vided he is married. Such expenses are 
hard to meet and in the cases of Ser- 
geants with large families, impossible 
to meet, on the present salary of $54.00 
per month, plus about $15.00 at the most 
per month allowed him as commutation 
of rations. Also the fact that a Ser- 
geant reverts to the grade of Private on 
change of station, causes, in the case of 
married Sergeants, a man to remain at 
one station for such periods of time as 
to cause him to be considered by officers 
as a “datum” mark or an “old settler.” 
The real reason that he remains for so 
long is the fact that he cannot afford 
to move. 

My idea of a solution, for members, 
enlisted men of the Army below the 
third grade, are as follows: 

1. That Sergeants be given the same 
allowances in regard to fuel, light, quar- 
ters, and transportation of dependents, 
as the first three grades. 

2. That Sergeants who have been 
such for a period of five years or more 
not lose their status as such upon change 
of station by order, but revert to the 
grade of Private when such change of 
station is by their own request or choice. 

3. That the following pay increases 
be made: Sergeants pay, $90.00 per 
month ; Corporals pay, $60.00 per month ; 


Privates First Class pay, $40.00 per 
month, and Privates pay, $30.00 per 
month. And that no additional pay be 


given for qualification in the use of 
arms, inasmuch as a good soldier should 
be qualified in the arms of his branch 
of the service, or, if unqualified for the 
combatant branches, and qualified for 
non-combatant branches, should be trans- 
ferred to one of those branches. 

The increase of pay for a Sergeant, 
many of whom are married, would en- 
able them to support their families with 
the necessity of their wives acting as 
maids or laundresses. It would enable 
him to raise at least one child, who 
would probably follow in his fathers 
footsteps as a soldier, giving the child 
a chance with scholarships offered at 
different Universities, with children 
whose fathers hold positions in civil life 
comparable to the status of a Sergeant 
in the army. 

These remarks take more space than 
I hoped for, but I have been a soldier 
for some time, I have chosen it as my 
profession and intend to continue in the 
service until I have completed my thirty 
years of service, God willing. 

I believe that we men in the service 
are entitled to at least the consideration 
given Civil Service employees, and in 
comparison with them, we appear to be 
very much underpaid. 

Increasing the pay of the Army would 
certainly improve the quality of new 
men. and would cause the older soldiers 
to keep well brushed up to keep from 
being put on the shelf. 

If you should care to print any or all 
of this letter. you have my permission. 
However, it is not written with that 
thought. It is written to relieve my 
mind of a troubling thought, as to 
whether the Government is treating me 
right as a member of the Army, and all 
other Sergeants, who, like me, may be 
married. I have no children, and do 
not intend having any, unless I can give 
them the things that my friends in civil 
life are able to give theirs.

To Press AC Promotion Bill 

Representative W. Frank James, of 
Mich., ranking Republican on the House 
Military Affairs Committee, reintroduced 
this week the old Furlow bill providing 
for a separate promotion list for the Air 
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at He plans to ask for action upon 

“Whenever the committee is organized 
and gets to work,” Mr. James declared, 
“T intend to ask for hearings on the bill. 
It is the old Furlow bill in the form it 
was introduced in the last Congress and 
the older members of the committee are 
familiar with it.’’ 

Congressman James also introduced a 
bill to allow appointments to the posi- 
tions of Chief and Assistant Chief of 
Air Corps from among officers of that 
arm with not less than 15 years commis- 
sioned service. He states that he in- 
tends to ask for hearings on this mea- 
sure also. Mr. James also introduced 
the old Bandmasters’ bill, but declared 
that he did not intend to press for adop- 
tion of this measure during the present 
Congress. 

A number of other bills were intro- 
duced by the Michigan Congressman, in- 
cluding a measure to create a Reserve 
Division in the War Department, another 
to allow officers of the Medical Adminis- 
trative Corps to count for purposes of 
promotion, Longevity pay and retirement 
all classified service rendered as clerks 
in the Military Establishment prior to 
July 3, 1916, and a number of bills au- 
thorizing the transfer of funds provided 
for Army construction for use in con- 
structing different buildings than origin- 
ally contemplated. He also reintroduced 
his bill to revise the relative rank of 
officers of the Army and Navy. 


Would Repeal War-Time Rank 


A bill to repeal the war-time rank act 
of 1930 was introduced in the House 
this week by Representative W. Frank 
James, former chairman and now rank- 
ing minority member of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. 

Under the terms of the bill, all com- 
missioned officers advanced by the Act 
would revert to their former rank. 

Representative Martin, of Oregon, in- 
troduced a bill to give war rank to offi- 
cers later retired by class B procedure.

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New Service Committees 


When the service committees of the 
House organize for the new Congress 
they will present almost an entirely new 
line-up. Representatives, McSwain, 
chairman, Hill of Ala., Fitzpatrick of 
N. Y., Johnson of Okla., Montet, May 
of Ky., Thomason and Rogers of N. H., 
all Democrats remain, Representatives 
Parker (former Georgia adjutant gen- 
eral), Pettengill and Crump, however, 
who were members of the group in the 
72nd Congress, have transferred to other 
committees. Of the Republicans who 
were members of the committee then, 
only Representatives James, Ransley, 
Kahn, Cochran of Pa., Goss of Conn., 
and Wolverton of N. J., return. 


The new Democratic members of 
the committee are eight in number, 
the size of the military and naval com- 
mittees having been increased from 21 
to 25. The Democratic appointments 
were made this week. The minority, 
slate, however, has not yet been named. 
Democratic members of the group are as 
follows:

Al- 
though not a member of the committee, 
Congressman Hoeppel believes that he 
ean be of service to the Army and its 
personnel, and expects to do all he can 
toward this end. 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
lost two Democratic members of their 
group in the election last fall, Represen- 
tatives Drane and Barton. Representa- 
tive MeClintie of Okla., has transferred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means. 
The other majority members return. Of 
the Republicans, only Britten, Darrow 
and Andrew are expected to return. 
Representatives Coyle, Lankford of Va.. 
and Burdick, are no longer members of 
the House. while Representatives Han- 
cock of N. Y., Evans of Calif.. and Wood- 
ruff are expected to transfer to other 
committees. 

Among the new Democratic members 
of the naval committee is Representative 
Joseph B. Shannon of Mo. of Shannon 
committee fame. Mr. Shannon told the 
JourRNAL this week that he had sought 
the naval committee because it was an 
important committee and because he felt 
that it was a good thing to have a mid- 
dle westerner on the group inasmuch as 
most of the members of committee have 
navy yards or other naval activities in 
the localities they are interested in.

New members of the Senate military 
and naval committee were announced in 
the JourNAL last week.

In addition, the navy committee has been 
assigned a large room in the Senate Of- 
fice Building. The latter quarters at
